CONCLUSION 



For the reasons given above, Appellants submit that the specification discloses at least 
one patentable utility for the PR01788 polypeptides of Claims 28-35 and 38-40, and that one of 
ordinary skill in the art would understand how to use the claimed polypeptides, for example in 
the diagnosis of colon tumors. Therefore, Claims 28-35 and 38-40 meet the requirements of 35 
U.S.C. §101 and 35 U.S.C. §1 12, first paragraph. 

Appellants further submit that Claims 28-33 and 39-40 meet the written description 
requirement of 35 U.S.C. §1 12, first paragraph. 

Accordingly, reversal of all the rejections of Claims 28-35 and 38-40 is respectfully 
requested.
